.for every inch he advances.” 
This statement, made today by a 


the whole brutal tactic of this titanic 
battle. ; 

'On one side, the Germans have esti- 
mated that they would spend so many 
hundreds of thousand lives of their 
soldiers to break through the British 
and the French armies. By the way, 
you remember that two months ago 
the German press published in cold 
blood that they would go to Paris at 
the cost of 300,000 Germans killed. 


Like Grasshopper Cloud. 

On our side, the only policy which 
has been followed. so far is to try to 
kill as many Germans as possible and 
exhaust the strength of the German 
army before a certain point would be 
reached. It seems incredible that a 
modern army would béhave like a cloud 
of grasshoppers; nevertheless every 
one must admit the fact that the Ger-. 
mans are. using the elementary tactics 
of the grasshappers. 

According to the last events, the Ger- 
mans attack a posiion in his way: . 

They calculate how many divisions 
must be sacrificed to keep the allies’ 
machine guns, rifles, and cannons busy 
to the moment when those different 
weapona will be red hot and.out of 
order or until the supply of ammuni- 
tion rans out. =. 

If they estimate that it will take the 
sacrifice of three divisions, they will 
launch six divisions to the assault, 
hurling that human Sood in waves iat 


Shell Allies First. 
-Of course, before launching the at- 
tack, they make a preparation by ter- 
rific bombardment during one or two 
days, sometimes more, to destroy our 
trenches, cut our communication with 
the rear, stop the arrival of our rein- 


begin to move towards our position, 
they are preceded by a moving bar- 
rage, like a wall of steel, of explosions 
of fire and smoke. 

You may imagine what is the sitna- 
tion of the allied troops defending their 
positions. I have been, like many oth- 
ers, in that kind of scrapping. No 
sleep for several days, snatching once 
in a while a bit to eat from a can of 
“bully beef,” standing under a con- 
tinual bombardment in shell holes, 
trenches being all plowed down, dug- 
outs caving in. Then, when the bom- 
bardment of preparation stops, it 
means that the assault is coming. 

Rush to Their Posts. 

Every one rushes to wis post with 
his rifle, his. automatic rifie, 6dr ma- 
chine gun. The signalmen send fran- 
tically to the sky the rockets which 
call for our o' defensive barrage. 
Everybody goes to work to mow down 
that crop of men like a harvester in 
a wheatfield. 

Those German divisions are coming 
towards us in close, compact mass 
formation, as if in a church parade. 
It is a spectacular and dramatic sight. 
Those German soldiers have still in 
their blood the military discipline 
taught to their forefathers by Fred- 
erick the Great and they go to slaugh- 
ter without wincing. 

Suddenly our barrage fire begins to 
rend ther atmosphere like thunder 
shells are bursting among the masses, 


a curtain of fire envelops them, and 
after a few minutes our soldiers can 


see that dition strewn on the ground, 


destroyed. 

More divisions are advancing and 
fall on the same strip of land. The 
corpses are piling up, but more and 
more men wearing the “feldgrau” 
uniform and that big square medieval 
steel hat of theirs are still coming, 
climbing over the wall made of dead. 
Our machine gunners stubbornly: con- 
tinue to distribute death, but the am- 
munition is exhausted, the rifies re- 
fuse to work, the storming of our po- 
sition begins. 

Our men, in small groups, receive 
the onslaught with grenades and: bay- 
onet, some of them striking with the 
butt of their rifies; they are soon sub- 
merged, however, yy new waves, and 
the following morning you read in the 
communique that “the Germans ad 
vanced so many hundred yards.” 

Division Wiped Out. 

Just a yeap-Rgo, on the first day of 
the battle of Champagne, April 16, 
1917, with my battalion, I took a Ger- 
man position in the morning. At noon 
a division of boches was launched to 
counter attack us.. They were march- 
ing really in magnificent parade for- 
mation. 

They arrived as far as 200 yards 
from me as thick as can be, and then a 
terrific barrage of our artillery—our 
machine guns and rifles, of course, 
raging at the same time—slaughtered 
them to the last man. That day they 
had underestimated the number of 
men to be sacrificed. 

I wish that everybody in this. coun- 
try would realize that the important 


question today is not so much to keep 


our ground as to make the Germans 
pay literally for every inch they ad- 
vance. The last reports from Marshal 
Haig asserted that 106 German divis- 
ions have, been engaged so far, and the 
identifi on of the German troops at- 


| tacking Bailleul shows that still three 


more fresh divisions were engaged 
there. “i 
Supply Not Unlimited. > 


The number of fresh divisions is 
not unlimited. Anyway, don’t forgev 
that the Germans have been engaging 
divisions on -various points during 

nty-seven dayé#. The time comes 
when the divisions will be hurled to 
the attack for the second or third 
time. 

It is an enttrely different proposition 
for a division which went once into 
that hell with enthusiasm and the 
hope of success but which has lost 40 
or 60 per cent of its officers and men, 
which has been brought back to the 
rear for a few days and hastily patched 
up with men taken from the divisional 
depots, to be shoveled up a second time 
in the furnace. No more enthusiasm 
then! The faith in success is no more. 

At that game, believe me, the edge 
of the German broadsword will get 


blunt. 
Their Own Graveyard. 


Although with the. stubbornness 
which is the main characteristic of the 
German thick skull they will keep on 
hurling and hurling troops to be 
slaughtered. At a heavy cosfthey will 
gain more ground which will be their 
own graveyard. And when they are 
out of breath you 1 see the allies, 
still strong, coming ; back into their 
own! 


Some people call me “ the optimist.” 
I am not an optimist. I have seen the 
Germans close enough to estimate ac- 
curately what they can do. But, on 
the other hand, I lived a sufficient 
length of time among the allied troops 
to appreciate their value. Besides, I 
have seer so many proofs of the great 
ability and talent of our general staff 
that I refuse positively to be discour- 


aged. — 
We resisted the Germans when we 
had no modern war equipment. To- 


day we are in that respect on the 


same footing as the Huns. We must 


look forward with hope.

. tro-Hungarian foreign minister in suc-

Joseph Lindon Smith of Boston tells 
a story of the night he and Mns. Smith 
were asked to dine at our headquarters 
in ance with Gen. Pershing.

Smith arrived 
at the French town and went to the 
hotel. The wife of our first secretary 
of legation in Paris, Mrs. Bliss, 
was to join them. The dinner was at

Bliss had not arrived; neither had any 
notor, or orderly, or aid, or message, 
x signal from Gen. Pershing.
